F ebruary 26, 1924. 
We

they

ation, and that the interests of the 
g re a t State of Missouri m ay he best 
served.

be placed through the secretary ’s o f­ 
fice to the end th a t we m ay derive the 
lienefit accruing form th a t source of 
revenue.

Williams 
from 
head to foot.

ran frrm the house scream ing, and 
a m an passing ran to her assistance, 
grabbing a quiit from a clothes line 
and attem pted to sm other the lire.

Lord Grey, in a letter to the London 
Times, asked whether the Corfu inci­ 
dent dealt the League of Nations a fa­ 
tal blow. 
Lord Grey himself is un­ 
certain; his strongest reason for de­ 
spondency being that the I>eague per­ 
mitted the Council of Ambassadors to 
award Italy the forfeit money with­ 
out 
adequate 
juidcial 
proof 
that 
Greece had in fact been degligent in 
the pursuit of the murderers. 
This 
is indeed a serious matter, hut if hu­ 
man institutions are to he regarded 
as fatally damaged because they do 
not respecet justice, then what insti­ 
tution, pray, is not fatally damaged? 
Against the fact that Italy was 
paid $2,500,00 too quickly, and the 
fact not mentioned by 
Lord 
Grey, 
Greece has been paid nothing for the 
victims of the 
Corfu 
bombardment, 
the following facts should be contras­ 
ted: On September 1 a Balkan war 
was possible and even probable. 
On 
October 1 the danger of war had dis­ 
appeared. 
That is a very great tact. 
On September 1 Mussolini was de­ 
manding a free hand. 
Oh October 1 
he had accepted a settlement drafted 
by the Council of 
the 
League but 
transmitted to him through the Coun­ 
cil of Embassadors. 
About Septem­ 
ber 1 Mussolini was threatening to 
withdraw from the League if it dared 
to discuss his action. 
The League 
nevertheless, did discuss his action, 
both in the Council and in the Assem­ 
bly, and Mussolini’s Ambassadors had 
to listen to the frank criticism of the 
spokesmen of nations from all parts 
of the globe. 
The League, in short, though it is 
weak through the absence of the Uni­ 
ted States, Germany and Russia, did 
what ha> never been done—in an in­ 
cident like that at Corfu. 
It put a 
great power, run by an extreme jin­ 
go, on the carpet, focussed the world’s 
opininon upon him, and in the end 
punished him so that he was glad to 
save his face by accepting the League 
solution, provided only it was trans­ 
mitted to him through the Council of 
Ambassadors. 
Lord Grey dispairs too quickly. For 
a real measure of what the League 
accomplished 
let 
him 
ask 
himself 
whether he believes that in the ab­ 
sence of the League a man like Mus­ 
solini would have evacuated a prize 
like Corfu without war and within a 
month.

ends attained, I failed to find a sin­ 
gle success. 
“To buy 
and 
hold 
the surplus 
grain would he harder on the spec­ 
ialized grain farmer than the price 
condition that now exists, for next 
year and every year thereafter th< re 
would be a surplus. 
Hence, to buy 
the surplus one year only postpones 
the situation the farmer will have to 
face later”. 
Wallace made a prediction that a 
solution 
of the farmers 
problem 
soon would be forthcoming from the 
United 
States 
Government. 
“No 
group as important to the country as 
the great agricultural body can

permitted to remain in need of 
as­ 
sistance”, he said.

to say what the solution is. The De­

la rg er gains in w eight can be made 
with whole milk, but the butter fat is 
too valuable to feed

conditions. 
As fat is an energy feed, the skim ­

than high protein feeds. 
Experience

The next month is whin the effect 
of poultry housing on laying hens is 
most pronounced, says H. L Kempster, 
head of the poultry department of the 
Missouri College of Agriculture. Cor­ 
rect housing is not only an important 
factor in preventing disease, says Mr. 
Kempster. but is necessary for the 
hen’s comfort which is one of the 
prime essentials in 
getting winter 
eggs. 
In considering the requirements of 
poultry houses one must place em ­ 
phasis on comfort, dryness and f*esh 
air without a draft. 
Light s of equal 
importance, especially in winter, nod 
roomy quarters are also helpful. 
In determining the size of a poul­ 
try house the Missouri College rec­ 
ommends, as a general rule, that from 
three 
to 
four square feet of floor 
space be allowed 
to 
each bird. 
A 
house 20 feet square will accommo­ 
date 
125 
hens. 
The narrower th» 
the house, the greater 
becomes 
th 
quirement of floor space for each hen. 
Where hens are erowded, more latior 
is required to keep quarters clean 
and sanitary. 
In regard to light the usual rule is 
to allow one square foot of glass for 
every fifteen 
square feet 
of 
flooi 
space. 
Open fronts are used for ven­ 
tilation in houses 18 feet or more in 
depth, the opening usually being 
strip 3ft inches wide along the entire 
south side of the house. 
This may 
or may not be covered with canvas 
curtain to keep the rain fro mbeating 
in. 
Muslin 
curtains 
are 
sensible 
provisions for admitting fresh air in 
houses of less than 18 feet depth. The 
narrower the house is, the less ven 
tilation is required.
